LONDON, June 27.—Signus of an early collapse 
of the Salisbury Government are increasing 
on all sides, The ministry have unquestiona- 
bly become alarmed and are planning a new 
deal, which they hope will strengthen the 
Cabinet and restore the popularity of the 
Government with the many who have become 
disgusted with its indecision and are ripe for 
revolt against the Conservative party when an 
opportunity arrives. As though the 
predicament into which the Govern- 
ment had placed itself were not 
bad enough, it is making matters immeasura- 
bly worse by the childish expedients to which 
it is resorting to make it appear that the com- 
pensation bill nas not been crammed down 
the ministerialthroat, but was merely put 
aside owing to the pressure of public bus!i- 
ness. The number of gulps it has taken in 
swallowing the virtual defeat of the bill would 
have strangled a ministry less desperate in its 
efforts to bold on to sJower. The Daily 
News, in paying * respects to 
the government morning, de- 
clares that it bas ale a muddle of every- 
thing it has undertaken and isnot even able 
to kl itself decently. It ia stated that Lord 
Salisbury, in pursuance ofthe new deal which 
the Government is endeavoring to make, 
strongly urged Lord Hartington and Mr.

The 
collision occurred during a dense fog. The 
Morpessa has arrived at Falmouth with her 
bows stove and her forepeak full of water. 
She bad on board the crew and ninety-three 
passengers ofthe Prins Frederick. Six lives 
were lost in the collision. The Prins Fred- 
erick wagot 1,909 tons register. 


The Newfoundland Fisheries. 

Sr. JOHNS,Newfoundland,June 27.—Sir Bald- 
win Walker, Captain of the British war ship 
Emerald, bas taken possession of Mr. Baird's 
lobster factory at Fishelia Brook, St. George's 
Bay. He left tour marines in charge of the 
premises. Mr. Baird had refused to obey two 
orders to elose his factory. Capt. Walker 
also caused Mr. LBaird’s factory at Sandy 
Point to be closed. It had been running two 
years, so that the modus vive~di does not ap- 
ply.

arrondissements are reduced to getting their 
supply from the Seine, and statistics show 
that such condition of things usually leads to 
epidemics of typhoid fever and aiphtheria. 

THES PANAMA CANAL. 

The committee which was sent to Panama te 
investigate the condition of the canal has 
made a further report on the prospects 
of the enterprise. The committee says 
that the construction of the canal at the 
calculated level would occupy twenty years 
and would cost 1, 782, 000, 000 francs. In the 
opinion of the committee the work could only 
be completed on the bas of an international 
agreement or asyndicate of the states inter- 
ested. 


Trouble at Erzeroum. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—Advices received 
here from Erzéroum regarding the trouble in 
that city state that a detachment of Turkish 
soldiers searched a church there while 
services were being held in the beliefthata 
quantity of arms were secreted in the build- 
ing. The congregation resented this indignity 
and opened fire with revolvers upon the 
Turks. In the encounter which ensued one 
Turkish officer, four Armenians and eight 
Turks were killed and many others on both 
sides were wounded. A party of Mussulmen 
made a riotous demonstration and stoned the 
British Consulate.

j BER FIRST ATTEMPT. 


arrow Escape From Death ef a Young 
“Female Aeronaut. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 27.— Estella Leroy, 
a Cleveland girl, Hose real name is Hull, 
attempted to make her first balloon ascension 
and parachute jomp at Beyerle’s Park last 
evening. She failed, however, and narrowly 
escaped serious injuries and perhaps 
death. The balloon was inflated with hot 
air and an employe named Ed ‘French 


was sent inside to keep it from igniting from 
sparks from the fire. e was forgotten, and 
when the balloon was sufficiently inflated it 
was cut loose and shot up into the air. French 
wes not prepared for ascension and he began 
to scramble out. One of his feet caught in the 
ropes and he hung head downward. After a 
vigorous struggle he succeeded in extri- 
cating himself when the balloon was 
about thirty feet from the earth and, 
after turning two somersaults in the 
air, he lighted on the ground on his 
face and was severely injured. Tbe struggles 
of French loosened the parachute from the 
balloon, and then at the height of 100 feet it 
suddenly broke loose. The parachute does 
notvpen until it has traversed a considerable 
distance, and the woman descended witha 
rush. Then there waen loud cry of terror 
und a genera) stampede. Fortunately, the 
aeronaut fell into the branches of a large tree, 
and wee rescued without sustaining any in- 
jury. She was considerably frightened, but 
deciared her intention of trying the feat 
again.

INDICTMENTS UNDER THE NEW LAW RE- 
TURNED BY THE GRAND-JURY. 


Eight Men Who May Se Sent to the Peni- 
_ tentiary for Life fer Failure to Reform— 
George Cruise indicted for the Murder 
eof Henry Dezier on Olive Street—A 
Total of 131 Cases Considered and 108 
Bille Returved, 


The May Grand-jury completed its work for 
the June term this afternoon and handed ina 
complete report shortly after 12:30 o’olock. 
The jury during the whole session met four- 
teen days and considered à total of 131 cases, 
Ofthese 108 were returned as true bilis, 23 
were ignored and 7 were  contin- 
ned until the July term on ac- 
count of the absence of witnesses. 
The present session has lasted but five days, 
a total of over fifty cases being considered. 
It was with this work that to-day’s report 


dealt. 
HABITUAL CRIMINALS. 


One unusual action taken was the returning 
of indictments in eight cases in which the de- 
fendants, in addition to being charged with 
a specific offense, are alleged to be 
habitual criminals. This law is 
but little understood by the general 
public from the fact that but one indictment 
had, previous to to-day, been returned under 
the act by a St. Louis Grand-jury. The law is 
a peculiar one fromthe fact that it permits 
the jury tosenda defendant to the peniten- 
tlary for the rest of his natural life for the 
commission of a burglary, a robbers, a crimi- 
nal assault or any such offense. The liberty 
of Martin Coyne, George Hogan, Joseph 
Campbell, John Ambrose, John Miller, alias 
Bowman, William Coughlin, George Clarx- 
son and Wililam Mills is thus placed ia 
jeopardy. ö 

Martin Coyne is indicted for burglary and 
larceny. Under the name of John Coyne, the 
defendent, on October, 1883, was convicted of 


robbery, and being a minor was sent to jail.

The ‘thabitual criminal act,’’ under which 
these defendants will be tried, is as follows: 
lt any person convicted of any offense 
punishable by Imprisonment in the pen 
tentiary, or of petit larceny, or of any at- 
tempt to commit an offense which, if perpe- 
trated, would be punishable by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary, shall be discharged 
either upon pardon or upon compliance 
with the sentence, and shail subsequently 
be convicted of any offense committed after 
such pardon or discharge, be shall be punish- 
ed as follows: First, if such subsequent 
offense be such that, upon a first conviction, 
Punishable by im- 


law, might extend to imprisonment for life, 
then such person shall be punished by impris- 


onment for life; second, if such subsequent | 
offense be auch that upon a first conviction | 


the offender would be punishabie by impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for a limited num- 
ber oi years, then such person shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment for the longest time 
prescribed upon conviction for said first 
offense. 8. If such subsequent conviction 
be for petit larceny, or for an attempt to com- 
mitan offense which, if perpetrated, would 
be punishable by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary, the person convicted of such sub- 
sequent offense shall be punished by impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for a term not ex- 
ceeding five years. 
THE ADVANTAGE TO THE STATE. 

One great advantage gained inthisform of 
indictment is that the prosecuting attorney 
will be enabled to show up the record of the 
defendant and make sure the specific case 
against him.

The Bertrand habeas corpus case went to 
trial this morning in Judge ilein’s court, T.

Justice Zimmerman Fined, 


Justice Zimmerman was fined $25 and costs 
for contempt of court this morning by Judge 
Diilon. Several weeks ago Judge 


Dillon ordered him to allow an ap- 
peal in it case which had been 
tried in his court and judgment rendered 
axainst Christian Peper. He had reiused to 
allow the appeal because the appeal bond had 
not been filed within ten days after the de- 
cision in his court was rendered, though the 
bondsman waited almost an entire day in his 
court tosign the bond onthe last day. In 
complying with Judge Dillon’s order. 
Mr. Zimmeiman incluaed in his 
trunscriptof the case some very objection- 
abie remarks. He said the court had takena 
brute statutory prerogative in ordering him 
to file a transcript and it was a disgrace to the 
Circuit Court. It was a vile, vVillianous and 
scandalous order, but he would obey 
it no matter how disgraceful. After 
expressing his opinion in this mranner 
he regretted it later and fearing it would be 
taken as contempt of court, drewathin red 
line through the objectionabie passages, but 
it did not obliterate them in the least.

And having fully an- 
swered said citation the respondent prays to 
be dismissed,

An Urgent Request for a Recount 
Will Be Sent Forward 
To-Night. 


Baltimore Making a Close Race With 88. 
Louis for Fifth Place—Maj. Weigel Ex- 
plains Why He Hias Not Received the 
Return From the Home of the Friend- 
less—His Report to Washington Indicates 
That He Dees Not Think a Recount 


Necessary. 


The Mercantile Club committee was busy 
to-day securing signatures to the petition 
which is to be sent forward to-night to Gen. 
John W. Noble requesting a new count of the 
people of St. Louis. The committee will 
secure as many siguatures of prominent men 
as it can to-day, but the time remaining is so 
short that it will be impossible to get up any- 
thing ke a popular petition, and besides the 
committee does not deem such a peti- 
tion necessary because the facts which 
have been laid before the Superintendent 
and the Secretary of the Interior are sufficient 
to show that a recount is necessary. Gen. 
Noble has manifested great interest in St. 
Louis and has gone 80 far as to order the St. 
Louls returns sent directiy to him when they 
arrive in Washington. 

USELESS EXTENSIONS. 

Maj. Weigel has received orders from Wash- 
ington to reopen the census and hold it oven 
until noon to-morrow. The orders which 
have come from Washington have been un- 
wise in many instances. These small exten- 
sions of a day or two days have been prac- 
tically worthless. People who were inter- 
ested in having themselves counted have, no 
doubt, been deterred from reporting that they 
had been omitted by seeing one day that the 
census had been closed and nextday the an- 
nouncement that Supt. Porter had granted an- 
other extension of a day or two. If, 


whea Mr. Porter granted an exten- 
sion be had made it long euough to 
give an opportunity for systematic work there 
might have better resuits, but the plecemeal 
extensions have been comparatively worth- 
less. On Wednesday the census was ciosed 
up tight and ali the people of st. Louis were 
informed that it was tco late to make correc- 
tions. Yesterday afternoon Mr. Porter tele. 
graphed an order to open it again and hold 
it open until noon to-morrow. Anextension of 
a full week would be worth something, but 
to make corrections on Monday and Tuesday, 
close up on Wednesday and reopen again on 
Thursdayafternoon is aslip shod way of do- 
ing business that cannot bring good results. 
Maj. Weigel announces, however, that the 
cepeus will positively close for keeps at noon 
to-morr: w aud no corrections can be made 
after that. In the meantime some correc- 
tions can be made, but theonly chance for 
St. Louis to get a fair enumeration is to have a 
recount, 
HOME OF THE FRIENDLESS. 

Speaking of the Home of the Friendless, 
from which no returns have yet been re- 
ceived, Maj. Weigel said: ‘‘lhad nothing to 
do with enumerating that nor did the enum- 
erators whom I apppolnted to that district. A 
number of the institutions of the city were 
grees to special enumerators, appointed from 

ashington, and the Home of the Friendiess 
The appointment was of- 
who deciined to ac- 
cept it, and It was given to 
Mrs. Bulkley. I did not hear 
anything from ner and I wrote to her to in- 
quire when she would send in her returns. 
She replied that she had not yet received the 
papers. I sent her the papers and then I 
heard from herthat the people at the Home 
wanted to take the census themselves. I bave 
not yet received the return, but I will send 
out for it this afternoon. But that was not 
our fault, as I had nothing to do with enumer- 
ating that institution. 

Here are the reports of yesterday’s 
work, continued Maj. Weigel, and they 
show twelve additional names. The reports 
from the country section of this district are 
not all in, and the enumeration there will not 
be finished on time. Several ot the enumera- 
tors have suffered so from the heat that they 
have had to lay up for three or four days, and 
that bas necessarily delayed the work.’’ 

Wen will you be able to announce the 
exact census?’’ 

**That will have to come from Washington. 
There are some discrepancies between the 
daily reports and the schedules as they were 
made up for Washington. For instance, 
a daily report would call for 1°92 
and the Washington schedule would only 
show 182, orsome variation. They are only 
minor discrepancies, however, which will 
not makea difference of more than 200 one 
way or another, but on that account! cannot 
make up the exact figures,’’ 

THE RACE WITH BALTIMORE. 

Upon the present census Baltimore and St. 
Louis willhavea close race for fifth place. 
Maj. Welgel says that the St. Louis census 
will be within 200 of 435,000 one way or the 
other. Baltimore has made good use ofthe 
extension of time granted her. Her 
population was first announced us 
425,000, and when her Supervisor found 
how near the eity was to fifth place and how 
close she wastoSt. Louis be put forth every 
exertion and hunted up every man, woman 
and child. He expected to add about five 
thousand and did 80, aud finding that 
still there bad been Omissions 
he continued his wor and added 
more than 2,000 to that. So now the census of 
Baltimore is more than 432,000 but it is said to 
be less than 433,000. It St. Louls wins fifth 
piace on the first count it will be by a margin 
of not more than a few hundred at the outside. 
The greater the number of people who report 
Omissions between now aud noon to-morrow 
the greater the assurance of fifth place. 

THE RE-COUNT. 

Maj. Weigel says that he does not eppose a 
re-count, but his reports to Washington are 
surely not of a nature calicniated to influence 
the authorities in favor of granting St. Louis’ 
request forare-census. He telegraphed yes- 
terday that he was doing all be could 
to make the census absolutely correct. The 
addition of names did not amount to more 
than twenty a dar, and most of these were 
people who had moved from one district to 
another during the enomeration. He said 
that the names reported by the news- 
papers turned out in nearly every in- 
stance to be persons who had been 
already counted, and he thought 
when the count was finished it would 
be as complete as that of any other city. The 
cases reported by the enumerators have been 
received from persons direct and many who 
have not vet been counted are still cow piain- 
ing. Instances have been shown where enum- 
erators nad left blanke which had been filled 
up but not called for, where one biank 
containing several names was lost by an 
enumerator and picked up vy a citizen, and 
many of the corrections which bave been 
made were Cases reported by the newspapers 
and investigated by the enumerators. Enough 
of these instunces have occurred to show that 
the census is inaccurate and incomplete and 
that the city is entitled to a recount.

THE ANTIS STILL CONFIDENT. 


They Have Not Yet Given Up Hope of Wis- 
ning the Lottery Fight. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPpaTon. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 27.—While the lot- 
teryites were holding high carnival and sing- 
ing jubilates this mourning over their victory 
in the House yesterday, the antis threw a 
bombshell! that has created a perfect panic in 
the gambling contingent. 

As published in the Post-DIsPATOH some 
time ago, Morris expressed himself as willing 
to submit tothe decision of white primaries 
and got Mr. A. W. Crandell to propose a 


white primary election in thirty days. This 
proposition was declined by the antis on the 
ground that thirty days was too short « 
time to canvass; that there was no 
guaranty axainst fraud, and that under 
that proposition white Republicans would as- 
sist in shaping Democratic policy. This 
morning the antis submitted to him in writing 
a proposition to submit the question to white 
Democratic primaries, to be held on the sec- 
ond Tuesday in March, 1891, under a law res- 
ulating primary elections to be passed at this 
session.

YALE CReEw’s HISTORY. 

Yale bas the oldest rowing cinb in the United 
States, baving been organized in 1843, when 
four boats were purchased. The first Yale- 
Harvard race was rowed in 1852, and it was 
sbortiy after this that the Tale Navy“ was 
formed and the New Haven colleges’ boat 
clubs consolidated. Up to 1864 the races be- 
tween the two colleges were only occasional. 
In that year they rowed at Springfield, in 
four-oared barges, over a three-mile course. 
In the races about that period four-cared, six- 
oared and eight-oared boate were used, 
time allowance being given to the smaller 
craft.

BORING FOR HONEY. 


The Remarkable Discovery Made by a Ken 
tucky Well Borer. 


Pr Telegraph to the Post-DmspPatcn. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 27.—A successful 
boring for honey has been made in North 
Tennessee. For many vears swarms of bees 
have been noticed by boatmen at Fox Bluff on 
the Cumberland River, near Franklin, Ky. 
The biuff is 170 feet high and the river's chan- 
nelruns direetiy under it. The bees have 
been observed about abig fissure near the 
center of the bluff, and the opening could not 
be reached from above or below without great 
danger of being stung to death. As the 
bees nee mever been robbed it was 
believed a large amount of honey is stored in 
the cliff. Recently a well borer named Starks 
visitea the biuff and was impressed witn the 
idea that he bad reached the wonderful honey 
storehouse with his drill. After some coaxing 
he pursuaded «a number of farmers to undergo 
the expense, and a three-inch hole was bored 
from the top of the biuff. At a depth of 
eighty-five feet the drill struck the honey.

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PROF. GLEASON WRITES AN ARTIOLE ON 
no 10 HANDLE HORSES. 


He Alse Gives Some Valuable Suggestions 
Abeut Riding—The Saddle, the Whip, the 
Spurs and Other Accouterments That Are 
Used—The Right and the Wreng Way to 
Handle a Refractery Horse—What te De 
im Case ef Accident.

RE horse is one of 
the most intelligen 
of animals. He can 
be taught to do most 
anything but speak. 
Daring an peri- 
ence of fifteen year 
Ihave handled over 
seventeen thousand 
of the most vicious 
kickers, balkers, 
strikers, 
biters, bolters, shy” 
ers and burses pos- 
sessing all other vicious habits known. I have 
yet to find the horse I could not by my 
methods conquer, subdue and make docile ia 
a short time. It is gratifying and wiih 
some feeling of pride that I mention 
the fact that I have not injared a single 
horse during my long and successful career. 
And it is a source of happiness to know that I 
have not ever been crue! to one of the noblest 
of dumbanimals. My methods are simple and 
perfect. It is recorded in histery that Alex- 
ander was the first to ride and tame his steed 
Bucephaias. He did it by mastering the horse 
and not by sheer brutality. There is a big 
distinction between mastering a horse and

cowing the animal by cruel 
Many horses have more sense than 
their riders. The equine knows whens 
he is at the mercy ofsome inexperienced 
rider, and it only renders the animal restive 
and apvyrehensive. A horse should never be 
deceived by word or action. When a driver 
or rider pulls the reins and says **whog’’ he 
should mean it and sticktoit. Buttocry 
‘‘whoa,’’ jerk the reins and lash the horse at 
the same time is confusing and means notb- 


ing. 

Equestrian pastime, I notice, is becoming a 
fad, and a commendable one, too, 
among ladies. Hundreds of them ride 
daily in the park and on the boule- 


vard. Ihaveoften been asked what kind of 
saddles iadies should use, and how they 
should carry themselves in the saddle. A 
lady’s saddle should be earefally fitted to the 
horse and there should always be a third 
orutch. An extra leatber girth should be 
need to keep the flaps ofthe saddiein tbeir 
piaces. The stirrup may be either like a 
wan’s, witha lining of leather or velvet, or 
it may be a slipper, which is safer and also 
easier to the foot. As a rule the lady’s 
whip is light and it should be 
carried more to threaten than to actually give 
Punishment. If a lady desires a spur could 
be used and no doubt it would help to animate 
the horse atthe right moment. Iam in favor 
of no instrument of torture, however, as the 
spur is often made when used by the reckiess 
andocruel. Itshouid be buckied ontothe boot 
andasmallopening wade in the habit with a 
string attached to the Inside, which is tied 
around the ankle, thus keeping the spur al- 
ways projecting beyond the foids of the habit. 
Sometimes oa nose martingale is added for or- 
nament, but no horse that throws his head up 
sbould be ridden by ladies. The mistake 
often madeis in selecting the most stupid 
animal, fit only for adray, for ladies to ride, 
when the most perfect goer should be chosen. 
Asarule the idea seems to prevail that a 
horee with a beautiful outline will carry a 
lady; but it is an egregious mistake. 

If it were left to the Indies to decide they 
would soon select suitable horses. Ladies 
are usually light and a horse that 
will easily carry them is generally 
unfit to mount the average man, because he 
Ise 80 much heavier. Few ladies who ride 
weigh more than 130 pounds, and, in fact, 
most of them weigh considerably less. It is

shameful and ungallant to attempt to make 
the scrub horse essentially a lady's horse. 
Now my idea is, thatin point of soundness, 
action,’ mouth and temper, e lady’s horse 
should be unimpeachabie. 4 gentieman’s 
horse may be good, yet wholly unable to 
canter, and so formed that he cannot be 
taught, therefore he is totally unsuited 
to a lady. On the other hand, every lady’s 
horse should do his paces well, I know that 
many ladies never trot, but they should not 
be furnished with the excuse that they can 
not because their horses will not. In sige 
the lady’s horse should be about fifteen bands 
high or from fourteen and one-half to fifteen 
and one-half, forjiess than this allows the habit 
to trall im the dirt, and more makes the horse 
too lofty and unwieldiy for alady’suse. In 
breaking a lady’s horse, if he is o 
per end fine mouth, little need be done to make 
him canter easily and with the right leg fore- 
most. This is necessary, because the other 
leg is uncomfertabie to the rider from her 
side position in the saddle. The breaker 
should therefore get the borse accustomed to 
start of with the right leg. He should also 
bend him thoroughly, 80 as to make him can- 
ter well in hie hind legs and not with the dis- 
turbed action which we so often see. 

The curb must be used for this purpose, but 
without bearing too heavily uponit. And 
the borse must be brought to his pace by fine 
bandiing rather than by force, and by occa- 
sional pressure, which he WIH yield to and 
play with if allowed, rather than by a dead 
pull. Im this way by taking advantage of 
every inch yielded, and yet not going too far 
the head is gragualiy brought in and 

legs as gradually are thrust 

forward, 80 as tmetinctively to 
steady the mouth and prevent the pressure 
which ts feared. Whenthis ‘‘sitting on the 
baunches’’ is accomplished, a horse cloth 
may be strapped on the near side of the sad. 
die to accustom him to the flapping of the 
babit; but I have always found in an ordinary 
-tempered horse that, if the paces and 
moath were all perfect, the habit is sure to be

1 entlemen make the excuse that their 
borees have never carried a lady; but my 
ans wor is, that if they will quietiy carry a 
gentleman they wilicarry a lady in the same 
style, though they may not be suitable to her 
ecator band.

force is required. As ‘she rises, her hand 
should still keep hold of the cruteh which 
throws the body sideways in the saddle, and 
then she lifts ber right knee over the middle 
crutch. After this gracetul mount she should 
lift herself up from the saddle, so the gentie- 
man can draw her habit from under her until 
smooth. Heshould then place her left foot 
in the stirrup, including with ita fold of her 
habit, and when she is firmly seated she 
should take her relns and use them the same 
asa gentleman. 

It is difficult to make every one perfect, 
and the mistake that is constantly being made 
in mounting is inthe use of the lady’s nee, 
which should be carefully straightened the 
moment it can be effected, for if kept bent it 
— ge a great power to lifta lady into the 
saddle, whereas with a good spring and a 
straight knee, she oughtto weigh but a few 
pounds in the hand. 

Some popular fallacies exist about a lady’s 
seat, and mauy suppose that itis avery weak 
one, depending entirely upon balance. This 
is the greatest mistake imaginable, for there 
can be no doubt from what is seen in private 
aswell asin the circus that jt requires as 

reat an effort of the horse to Fislodge a good 

male rideras it does a gentieman. When

the old single crutch was in use it gave a guod 
hold tothe leg, but now that the tbird is 
added, the grip ie reallys firm one. When 
this is not used the crutch is lald hold of 
by the right leg and pinched be- 
tween the calfofthe leg aud the thigh, soas 
to ‘afford a firm and steady bold for the whole 
body, especially when aided by the stirrups. 
But the latter support merely preserves the 
balance and is useful also in trotting. It does 
notatall give a rm, steady seat, though it 
adds to one already ovtained by the knee. 
W ben two crutches are used the leg should be 
brought back so far as to grasp the 
crutch as before, but between the 
two knees the two crutches are firm- 
ly laid hold of, the upper one being 
under the right knee and the lower one above 
the left. The right knee hooked over the

crutch keeps the body from slipping back- 
wards, while the left keeps it from a torward 
motion, and thus the proper position is wain- 
tained. In every instance the right foot 
should be kept back und the point of the toe 
should scarcely be visibie. 

Now these points should be carefully kept 
in view by all lady riders, and they should 
learn as soon as possible to steady 
themselves by the grasp of the crutches 
without reference to the stirrup- 
iron. And another point: In spite 
of her seat the body should be square to the 
front with the elbow easily bent and pre- 
served in its proper position by the same pre- 
caution. Asarule, the whip should be held 
in the right hand, with the lash pointing for- 
ward and towards the left, and by this posi- 
tion it may be used on any part of the horse’s 
body by reaching over to the left and cutting 
before or behind the saddle, or, with 
equal ease, on the right side. Its use 
may, therefore, in all cases be sub- 
stituted forthe pressure of the leg tn the de- 
scription of the modes of effecting the change 
of the leg, turning to the left or right, or 
leading with either leg. I do not advise vio- 
lent attempts at coercion, because I believe 
the fine hand and delicate tact of the lady can 
be relied upon solely, so that all the feats 
that mancan perform may well be imitated 
by her. 

In dismounting the horse should be brought 
to a dead stop and his head held by an assist 
ant. The lady then turns her knee back again 
from the position between the outside crutch, 
takes her foot oat of the stirrup and sits com- 
pletely sideways. She should then put her 
left hand on the gentieman’s shoulder, who 
— — his right arm around her waist and 

ightly assists her to the ground. 

A word or two about the use of the whip. 
Always use a whip whether riding or driving, 
and let it de a good one. When it is misused 
ot course it is an instrument of torture, but in 
ite place it is commendable. I often see the 
misuse of the whip inthis large city. A gen- 
tleman driving his horse through the streets 
often has the equine frightened at some 
atreet band and he jerks the _ reins 
tightly until past the band. Then he 
begins to whip the horse and say 
that be will teach the animal how to shy, 
Well, the horse does not understand theres 
son fer such treatment, and naturally sup- 
poses that the object which had frightened 
him is giving the punisbment. There is rea- 
son in everything, especialiy in the treatment 
ot dumb animals. The whip is necessary asa 
rule, but should always be used with ,discre- 
tion tempered with mercy. 

I notice on the streets that the word 
‘*'whoa’’ is often misused, or rather used so 
it does not mean anything. Now, the word 
‘*whoa’’is the greatest command that we 
have in horsemanship. Never utter it unless 
you want your horse to stop. If in driving 
along the street youshould come to a bad 
Place, where you desire to slack your speed, 
do not say ‘‘whoa,’’ but ‘‘steady, there my 
boy. If any one will simply  prac- 

the proper com mand language 
can have his horses thoroughiy 
trained intwo weeks. Never use one word 
with too many meanings. And above ail 
never lie to your horse; never deceive him or 
make false motions, for if you do you will 
never make a success as u trainer of the 
horse. Mankind are too apt to depend upon 
their Own strength to beat the horse, without 
making use of the reasoning powers to out- 
general bim; and, in many instances, such an 
exercise of 2 over the horse only en- 
genders a rebellious spirit on the part of the 
animal. Lay aside your strength and use 
your reason. 

Be moderate, be temperate- No man can 
become a good horseman without first having 
complete control over bimself. Be firm, be 
persevering, be honest. It is quite common to 
say whose, when itis only intended to go 
slower, or when the horse bas not stirred a 
foot, to let him know of your presence. One 
Gay when your life may depend upon a 
Wos, you will find that your horse 
is not stopped by it because you have 
entirely played it out of him. Speak 
alwaysina natural tone of voice 
clroumstances. Always let your horse tace 
the object of his fear, and when frightened, 
remember the slower het move your horse 
the more power you ve over him. There 
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part) ord on the subject: Fear is some- 
1g A horseman should never exhibit in bis 
ountenance or yoice, as the horse is a close 
— er, and soon leaves to take to take ad-

less of control, if not indeed aggressive. Let 
our lessons be thorough, but not very long. 
gentle and patient with the colt, but make 
the willful, stubborn horse feel the full extent 
of your power, until he submits. 


of things, is to get him used to them by bring. 
ing bim into frequent contact with them. If 
the horse is fraid of the report of fire-arms 
only — throw him down and fire off a pistol 
im. Whenever he makes a motion to 

get 4! ll the strap that holds him down and 
re off the pistol again. This can be repeated 
and a lesson should last thirty or forty min- 
utes. The next day give him another lesson 
in abopt three days the horse will 


pay no attention to the discharge of firearms. 
The theory of this is very simple. All that 
you have to do is to convince a horse that you 
are his friend and that he is not going to be 
harmed, A horse has to gain eonfidence in 
any one and then whatever you ask him to do 
he will be willing to perform. There is no 
secret way to juggle with or bypnotize a 
horse. Rational methods, resolution and 
firmness are the requisites necessary to assist 
in haadling, riding and driving vicious 
horser. Extreme measuaes have frequently 
to be adopted even with men to keep them 
under proper subjection, but after that has 
2 done gentieness and kindness are essen- 
tial, 

My idea has been and is now that the 
Government should establish a horse farm. 
The United States Government owns ten 
thousand horses and five thousand mules, the 
great majority of which are in the West on 
the frontier. Every year the service buys 
hundreds of horses, the greater number of 
which are ‘‘bronvos,’’ or Western bred 
horses. They cost the Government on an 
average $116 each, and are only saddle 
broken, which means that they have 
been ridden two or possibly three times each 
by a ‘‘bronco-buster.’’ These same horses 
can be bought at an average price of $46 per 
head wild. Whatthe Government needs isa 
Government farm, where, first, the breeding 
of horses adapted to the use of the army 
should be carried on; second, the training 
and education of such borses, and third, to 
provide a hospital and recuperating stable for 
Government horses. 

There are volumes that could be written on 
this subject. In short, I advocate the es- 
tablishment of a Government farm, of a 
horse hospital, where horses that are con- 
demned can be sent, proporly doctored and 
handied, and allowed to recuperate their 
strength and health. The Government has

thrown away thousands and thousands of 

dollars by having no such infirmary in the 
ast. 

5 In my judgment Congress will soon look 

into the merits of this plan and adopt it, at 

least in its leading particulars. 

I protest against the brutal way horses are 
shipped. They are crowded and jammed into 
cars in a way that oughtto kill them all de 
fore they have traveled many bundred miles. 
Human beings could not stand such crowding 
without fearful mortality. Railroad compa- 
nies should be compelled by law to provide 
suitable cars for the shipment of horses. 

The number of horses in the United States 
In 1850 was 4,336,719, and in 1880, 10,357,448. It 
is interesting to compare the statistics of rail- 
roads with the above. In the past thirty 
years the railroad mileage has increased from 
9,021 to 93,671. It was thought that the iron 
horse would greatly diminishin number the 
domestic animal, but somehow the more 
miles of road built the greater the increase in 
the number of horses.

A Walk Kound Europe.

Two enthusiastic pedestrians, Mr. Charles 
Long and Mr. A. Aston, both Londoners, have 
reached London, having performed the re- 
markable feat of journeying round Europe on 


foot, a task upon which they have been en- 
gaged close upon twelve months, This ex- 
traordinarily long walk was undertaken not 
for any wager or bet, but purely as a nove! 
excusion of pleasure, and all the two pedes- 
trians took with them was an ordinary tour- 
Ist's knapsack stocked with such small art- 
icles as they might be likely to require 
during the journey, au d a stout 
stick each. They leit London towards the 
latter end of May last vear, journeying on foot 
to Dover, where they crossed the Channel to 
Calais. This, withthe exception of crossing 
the Baltic, was the only o¢casion on which 
they performed any portion of their journey 
otherwise than on foot. They did not touch 
Paris, But proceeded from Calais to Abbeville 
and Diéppe, and then on, skirting the coast 
line as far as Brest, Nantes and Bordeaux, 
Hence they proceeded through the provinces 
of the Lower Charente across the Py- 
renees into Spain, going into Portugal as far 
south as Lisbon and Oporto, and 
then right across country to Madrid and Bar- 
celona. Skirting the Mediterranean, they 
reached Trieste, and then getting into Austria 
they went on to Cracow, and across Russian 
Poland to Moscow and St. Petersburg. From 
the Russian capitalthey went to Riga, where 
they crossed the Baltic to Norway and 
Sweden, ret irning through Germany and Hol- 
land to Belgium, and then on to Ostend and 
across the channel again to Dover, reaching 
London pone the worse for their exception- 
ally long walk.

ately to the melon-producing counties and 
break the combine at any reasonable cost. 

It is thought that the trustiwill be broken, as 
itis believed that the grower does not live 
that can jresist the temptation of taking for 
his fruit in the fields the price that it has been 
bringing in the Chicago market, over 1,000 
miles distant, and as soon as one or two mem- 
bers of the trust desert it there will be little 
meting, in inducing the remainder to cut 
loose. his isthe programme ofthe bright 
young Chicago men.

ihese were the appreciative words with 
which Lord Cardigan addressed the remnant 
of the Light Brigade the morning after the 
famous charge at Balaklava. It is rather a 
bitter commentary on the ingratitude and for- 
getfulness of Englishmen that at least 
a score of the survivors of this 
charge are now living in extreme 
poverty in England, and that some of them, 
in spite of their commander’s pledge, are 
actually inmates ofthe work-house. What is 
worse, it is only with Indifferent results that 
attempts have been made to reileve the ne- 
cessities of these men by means of popular 
subscription. England has the kind of a pen- 
sion system for her veterans that the free 
traders of this country would like to see es- 
tablished in America. What peculiar in- 
stinctive sympathy is there between the free 
traders on both sides of the ocean that leads 
them to deny the right of a goverament to 
recognize the valor and self-sacrifice of the 
men who serve it?

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AUDACIOUS ROBBEBS. 


How They Held Up a Furniture Man for a 
Goed Round Sam.
